The cited prior art taken alone or in combination does not fairly suggest the claimed 
invention of creating prototypes to solve problems in such fields as image processing, machine 
vision, image analysis, robotics, process control, industrial automation, test and measurement, 
simulation, workflow processes, robotics, etc. Specifically, claims 71, 94, 101, 102 and 104 are 
directed to creating prototype for performing machine vision process to solve machine vision 
problems by creating prototype automatically which includes sequence of functions, solves 
problems and automatically creating performed function without user's input and displaying 
information indicating plurality of machine vision problem. Therefore, the claimed invention 
improves on developing prototypes for solving problems in any of various problem domains 
such as machine vision, image processing, process control, industrial automation, simulation, 
.etc., to save time in problem solving efforts and resources.
